1 . The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective (see 37 CFR 1.175 
and MPEP § 1414) because of the following: 

Claim 12 has been canceled after the prior oath has been submitted, such that this error 
corrected is not presently covered by an oath or declaration. Also, the declaration of September 
8, 2004, has a non-initialed change (see the name of the third inventor adjacent the signature). 
See MPEP 605.04(a). 

2. In accordance with 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1), a supplemental reissue oath/declaration under 37 
CFR 1.175(b)(1) must be received before this reissue application can be allowed. 

Claims 1-6, 8, 10-11, and 13-19 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue 
declaration under 35 U.S.C. 251. See 37 CFR 1.175. The nature of the defect is set forth above. 

Receipt of an appropriate supplemental oath/declaration under 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1) will 
overcome this rejection under 35 U.S.C. 251 . An example of acceptable language to be used in 
the supplemental oath/declaration is as follows:

On line 13 of 
claim 14, and" needs to be underlined.

Applicant's arguments filed 12-8-05 have been fully considered but they are not
